ticularly the judicial system. This 
is when and where the survivor 
often becomes the accused and 
has to justify her sexual history 
ind her very being. 

For that reason, taking the 
perpetrator to court 1s the ex- 
cepuon, Most rapists are never 


caught and convicted. And as the. 


letter writers painfully revealed, 
many of the perpetrators are 
known to the survivor. Even if the 
perpetrator of this cowardly act 
was convicted, long after his re- 
lease, the damage to her and all 
those around her remains. Yet, 1f 
the human spirit survives, there's 
hope for transformation. Critical 
to this rehumanization process 1s 
stepping forward publicly and 
placing the shame squarely where 
t belongs. 

In our home, Patrisia main- 
tains an altar, which has helped 
to reconstruct her violated spirit. 
On it are things sacred, including 
an eagle feather and photographs 
of ancestors. There I see many 
things connected to the earth, es- 
pecially those with which to heal 
herself and to help others heal. 
This is what makes our house a 
home. 

In this, there are few “they 
lived happily ever after” stories. 
Yet after reading the letters, P ve 
decided that Patrisia and anyone 
who has ever had his or her spirit 
violated need to be honored daily. 

Similarly, something greater 
has to be done for prevention and 
education ;

Evitando la 
deserción escolar

Tal vez no fue grato despertar 
a una reciente portada del diario 
The New York Times, cuyos t- 
tulares nos bofeteaban con la noti- 
cla que más de la cuarta parte de 
las adolescentes hispanas, en los 
Estados Unidos, no concluye su 
educación secundaria. 

Cuando algo es tan dramático 
como ese dato demográfico, nos 
resistimos a asimilarlo tan fácil- 
mente; sin embargo, bastó cami- 
nar por las calles de una ciudad 
como Washington DC, donde 
nuestra comunidad es cada vez 
mayor, mterceptar a algunas jó- 
venes hispanas, entre los 14 y 18 
años de edad y enterarse de una 
dura realidad. 

Dos de las jóvenes habían 
completado la “high-school” 
Sólo cuatro de ellas continuaban 
cursando la secundaria: una de 
ellas estaba embarazada y aunque 
continuaba asistiendo a clases. 
una vez que el parto la llevara al 
hospital, tendría que interrum- 
pirlas. Otra de las jóvenes. recién 
llegada al país, tenía que trabajar 
para sobrevivir, por lo tanto, “ni 
en sus sueños” cabía el poder, por 
el momento, completar el bachi- 
Merato. 

Nineuna de estas jóvenes, 
particularmente las que habían 
desertado, parecía carecer de In- 
teligencia o sufrir de alguna dis- 
capacidad. Es más, su nivel de 
atención. su dominio de palabra. 
su determinación, su madurez, a 
mi parecer, podría haberlas hecho 
las abanderadas en cualquier 
escuela secundaria de los Estados 
Unidos: es más. todas, exclu- 
yendo a la recién llegada. ha- 
blaban perfecto inglés. 

Todo inmigrante llega a este 
país buscando “una vida mejor”. 
Pero, aquí o en cualquier lugar del 
mundo. nuestra vida será la mis- 
ma O peor, mientras continuemos 
menospreciando la educación, 
independientemente de nuestro 
género 

Desde tiempo inmemorial se 
viene contaminando con la idea 
que, tal vez la educación no sea 
tan indispensable para el género 
femenino. Muchas mujeres, ayer 
y hoy. se sometieron a ese ridículo 
pensamiento. 

Pero no debemos olvidar, que 
a pesar de las trabas de antaño, 
miles de mujeres salieron ade- 
lante, en las artes, en las letras, 
en las ciencias, en todos los ramos 
académicos. 


Sí, la vida del inmigrante aquí 


o en cualquier otro país es dura. 
Pasamos por altibajos que a veces 
opacan nuestra felicidad y hacen 
que ignoremos algo tan impor- 
tante como la educación de nues- 
tros hijos e hijas, su futuro. 

Y ojalá el diploma de la se- 
cundaria se tratara de una Cursi 
pretensión para colgar en la pa- 
red. Se trata de un mejor empleo, 
mejores posibilidades económi- 
cas, y sobre todo el continuar es- 
calando hacia una educación su- 
perior; entre los millones de bene- 
ficios que eso significa. 

De vez en cuando, las esta- 
dísticas vienen a darnos el empu- 
¡ón que tienen por objeto el pre- 
venir que quedemos estancados 
en el medio camino. 

De ninguna manera podemos 
conformarnos con concluir que 
los altos índices de deserción es- 
colar dentro de nuestra comuni- 
dad se deben a los patrones cul- 
turales de nuestros pueblos. 

Muchos de nosotros tenemos 
una abuela que ha sabido llevar 
las riendas de un hogar, de un 
trabajo, de una carrera profe- 
sional. Entonces no podemos 
culpar enteramente a los paradig- 
mas sociales. Cuando una mujer 
quiere, lo logra. Y cuando no se 
somete a esos márgenes sociales 
anticuados y sobretodo, pasados. 

«Los problemas escolares, co- 
mo nos comentaba recientemen- | 
te. Jenny Marquel. Presidenta de 
la Asoctación de Padres y Maes- 
tros Nacional, van más allá de las 
diferencias culturales. Todos te- 
nemos más o menos una idea 
común de la importancia de la 
educación: lo que no parece estar 
muy claro es que al igual que en 
cualquier país, el papel que jue- 
guen los padres en la educación 
de sus hijos es fundamental. 

No podemos esperar que 
nuestros hijos traigan buenas 
notas, aprueben un curso, una 
materia, ni mucho menos un di- 
ploma escolar si como padres o 
madres, no tenemos idea de qué 
consta su currículo educativo. Tu 
desinterés o indiferencia hacia su 
desempeño escolar son el más 
claro mensaje para ellos, que la 
escuela no es importante. 

Ser padre o madre, como 
nuestros progenitores nos lo han 
recordado por lo menos una vez, 
no es fácil. No es fácil porque se 
trata del desarrollo de un ser 
humano lleno de complejidades 
y no de una robot al que se lo pue- 
de manipular a control remoto. 

Tal vez, pese a la corta edad 
y a su experiencia, los jóvenes 
que abandonan la escuela ni 
siquiera pueden estimar el daño 
que se están inflingiendo. Pero 
los padres y las madres pueden 
hacerlos. Es por lo tanto más que 
una responsabilidad evitar que 
nuestros jóvenes abandonen la 
escuela.

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State-assisted suicide: The execution 
and triumph of Robert Massie 


Editor’s note: Good fortune 
and human kindness are not of- 
ten seen in the story of the life 
and death of Robert Massie, but 
harm wrought by the state — 
through negligence and malice — 
is ever present. In the end, Massie 
succeeded in making the state fin- 
ish the job by putting him to 
death. PNS associate editor 
Michael A. Kroll is a veteran 
death penalty abolitionist and 
founder of the Death Penalty In- 
formation Center in Washington, 
Dic.

Iam guilty of a homicide. 

I did not act alone. We, the 
taxpayers of California, perform- 
ed the killing collectively. The 
man we killed was my friend. 

I came to know Bob Massie 
about 15 years ago when he wrote 
to tell me he admired my writings 
about the death penalty. Over the 
years we met many times and 
exchanged copious communica- 
tion. Bob’s letters were always 
filled with citations from capital 
cases, and always included an at- 
tempt to convince me of the 
soundness of his legal thinking. 

He argued that the state law 
mandating an automatic appeal in 
any case where the death penalty 
is imposed amounts to trying 
someone twice for the same 
crime. This — double jeopardy 
— is unconstitutional. 

Therefore, he insisted, he 
should be set free. 

Massie decided he could best 


prove his point by refusing to ap-" 


peal and demanding to be put to 
death. It became the singular goal 
of his sad life. 

Last January, Massie asked 
the court to dismiss his federal 
petition for review. He asked me 
to Increase my visits and witness 
his execution so I could write 
about his death and make the citi- 
zens of California understand that 
he was dying for the cause of abo- 
lition. He was “on a mission.” 

] told him I did not unders- 
tand how this could end the death 
penalty, and that I had no desire 
to witness his execution. But I 
agreed so I could continue visit- 
ing and to try to dissuade him. 

One week before his execu- 
tion, I went to court as his “next 
friend,” to try to block the exe- 
cution on the grounds that he was 
mentally ill, unstable, profoundly 
depressed, and therefore not com- 
petent to waive judicial review. 

From that moment, I was 
Massie’s enemy. He saved his 
most passionate hatred for the 
lawyers who continued to try to 
save his life, and now he cast me 
into that despised category. 

I never got around to asking 
my friend if he had any re-col- 
lection of his mother giving him 
up to the care of the state when 
he was not yet six years old. I 
know he remembered — be- 
cause he told me he wanted to 
forget — his years in foster 
homes, spread-eagled beatings, 
his head pushed down into the 
toilet bowl and held under. 

In juvenile hal] at age 11, he 
had a few new experiences. Small 
of stature and somewhat effemi- 
nate, he was gang raped repeated- 
ly. But he never talked much 
about any of that, did not think it 
mattered, did not see a connec- 
tion to his current mental health. 
‘“Everybody’s a victim,” he would 
say. 

He did share one searing 
memory. At 12, my friend was put 
on a Virginia chain gang. The 
boys went out in all weather, 
chained together, and dug 
trenches that they then filled. One 
day, one of the boys just fell over 
dead. A guard unchained the dead 
body and tossed it into the pit. The 
chained boys covered him over 
and continued working. 

Massie was pleased to know 
that I work with young writers in 
juvenile hall. He told me to pass 


them a message of understanding 
and solidarity. 

They understood him — not 
knowing that when he was their 
age, medical reports described 
him as “a very disturbed little boy 
who will need care outside of his 
home for a long period of time.” 

The little boy got no care. 
Ever. At 17, beginning to fall 
apart, he was transferred to a 
prison medical facility and evalu- 
ated as having “undergone a se- 
vere personality disorganiza- 
tion.” Outside, he began to treat 
his symptoms with alcohol, meth- 
amphetamines, and other drugs. 
In 1965, strung out on his “medi- 
cines,” my friend killed a fellow 
human being in a robbery attempt 
gone bad. 

He pled guilty and was sent 
to California’s death row. He 
tried, unsuccessfully, to waive his 
appeals. A prison psychologist 
diagnosed him with a disorder 
“tantamount to an acute schizo- 
phrenic reaction.” 

Then, in 1972, the death pen- 
alty was declared unconsti- 
tutional. A few years later, after a 
brief period of freedom, my 


“friend was involved in an alter- 


cation in a San Francisco liquor 
store. As he was leaving, the pro- 
prietor grabbed him from behind. 
A lifetime in prisons had condi- 
tioned him to fear above all else 
being held from behind. He freed 
one hand, drew out a revolver 
and aimlessly fired three times. 
One shot hit the proprietor and 
killed him. 

During his trial, my friend 
was “in and out of competence,” 
he said. He had been taking drugs 
steadily, and the jail medical staff 
prescribed lithium to control his 
paranoia:and depression. 

‘But he remembered that at 
the very time he was being tried, 
convicted and sentenced to death 
for his unplanned homicide, Dan 
White was being sentenced to a 
short term of years in a courtroom 
just down the hall for methodi- 
cally killing the mayor of San 
Francisco and Supervisor Harvey 
Milk. 

Massie wanted to die. He 
tried to kill himself. He failed. He 
tried again. Another failure. By 
the time of his 1989 retrial, he was 
insanely committed to his theory 


of double jeopardy. But, as every | 


attorney who had represented him 
or corresponded with him had 
warned, no court would accept his 
theory, and he was again sen- 
tenced to death. He saw all this 
as proof that the courts are cor- 
rupt and that defense lawyers 
were his real adversaries. 

To overcome them, he de- 
cided, he had to die — dismiss 
his appeals and'seek to be ex- 
ecuted. But he realized that a 
court would not allow him to do 
that if he was seen as irrational 
or incompetent. 

So he stopped seeing psy- 
chiatrists. He stopped creating a 
record of his mental status, so that 
by the time the question of his 
competence came up again, there 
was no recent record. By chance, 
the lawyer appointed to represent 
him had no experience in crimi- 
nal law and would do whatever 
he was told by an intelligent cli- 
ent. 

My friend, Bob Massie, ma- 
neuvered the state of California 
into assisting in his suicide. He 
had his own lawyer doing the 
dance of death with the attorney 
general and managed to avoid 
being declared incompetent. 

A brilliant performance. But 
brilliance is not the same as men- 
tal health. 

‘I greatly admired, and shall 
greatly miss, Bob Massie’s intel- 
ligence.

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Washington and Mexico initiate immigration talks 


By Elena Moreno 

Washington, (EFE).- The 
United States and Mexico over the 
next few months will hold talks on 
ways to regulate immigration, the 
foreign secretaries of both coun- 
tries said Wednesday. 

Mexican Foreign Secretary 
Jorge Castaneda said after meet- 
ing with his U.S. counterpart, 
Colin Powell, that the two nations 
would study ways to resolve the 
status of undocumented Mexicans 
in the United States, and to allow 
the entry of temporary Mexican 
workers into the United States 

U.S. Attorney General John 
Ashcroft and his Mexican coun 
terpart, Santiago Creel, also joined 
the discussions. 

Mexico's concerns also center 
on improving the safety of un 
documented Mexicans who cross 
the border and face a series of dan 
gers such as dehydration, low tem 
peratures and vigilante groups 

Other concerns also include 
increasing the number of perma- 
nent visas granted by the United 


States and create a guest worker 
program that guarantees the work- 
ing conditions of its participants. 

The meeting on Wednesday 
was the first of several that will 
involve a newly formed bilateral 
group of high-level officials who 
will negotiate “the design of anew 
immigration policy,” a Mexican 
diplomatic official said. 

Mexico 1s pressing the con- 
cept of “shared responsibility.” 

“These are some of the things 
we can do on the Mexican side to 
reorient the migratory flow and 
what we want to put on the table 
to achieve a much more positive 
atmosphere than had previously 


existed.” Creel added.

The Mexican foreign secre- 
tary said working groups had been 
formed to establish the schedule

Castañeda and Powell also 
talked abont the issues of “crime 
and lack of safety on the border.” 

The countries share more than 
3.200 kilometers (2,000 miles) of 
border, and problems with illegal 
immigrants, who cross the border 
daily, have increased in the last 
year. 

The Mexican government has 
complained to Washington about 
attacks by vigilante groups in Ari- 
zona against illegal Mexican im- 
migrants. 

Mexico's foreign secretary 
called the meeting “very positive” 
and noted that Powell and 
Ashcroft had been inclined toward 
studying Mexico's proposals. 

The United States has about 
nine to 11 million undocumented 
workers, of which 80 percent are 
Mexican. 

Mexico is the United States' 
second-largest trade partner, after 
Canada, and every day one mil- 
lion people cross the border to 
work, study or visit their families.

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Fox se empeña en defender reforma fiscal pese a rechazo general

México, (EFE).- El presi- 
dente mexicano, Vicente Fox, hizo 
un nuevo llamamiento el miér- 
coles a los partidos políticos para 
que reflexionen sobre los bene- 
ficios de la reforma fiscal que en- 
vió el martes al Congreso y que 
ha recibido de antemano un re- 
chazo casi unánime. 

Fox insistió en su tesis de que 
la reforma, que grava con 15 por 
ciento los alimentos y las medi- 
cinas, no afectará a los pobres, 
porque a ellos se les devolverá ese 
impuesto mediante compen- 
saciones.

ese proyecto no será aprobado.

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Boycott rally gets under way.

Representatives from the 
United Food & Commercial 
Workers Local 428, along with 
former Mi Pueblo workers, turned 
up the heat against Mi Pueblo 
Markets with a spirited boycott 
rally outside of the main store at 
the corner of Story and King 
Roads last Friday. 

The event was set to coincide 
with the weekend festivities cel- 
ebrating the birthday of labor 
leader Cesar Chavez. UFCW Lo- 
cal 428 launched the boycott 
against Mi Pueblo earlier this 
month after employees com- 
plained about low wages, substan- 
dard benefits, labor law violations 
and intimidation. 

Though the rally was prima- 
rily hosted by labor representa- 
tives and former employees. it 
drew the attention of other indi- 
viduals as well. “One of the things 
that we have found is that Mexi- 
can immigrants now make up, the 
largest minority group in the 
County and State,” commented 
Richard Hobbs, an immigration 
attorney and director of Santa 
Clara County's Citizen and Immi- 


gration Program. “However

Mexican immigrants have the 


least amount of education and 
health insurance, in relation to any 
other immigrant group in the 
county.” 

“In fact, they are 17 times 
more likely to be uninsured than 
US born.” Hobbs continued, “and 
what I've seen is this historical 
process of basically Aztlan being 
quarantined from Mexicans trying 
to enter and re-enter the United 
States and the whole process of 
underdevelopment continuing and 
providing all of the incentives for 
Mexicans without work to come 
to the United States and seck a dig- 
nified life, but they're obviously 
not finding a dignified life here 
with Juvenal Chavez, the owner of 
Mi Pueblo Market. I’ve been told 
by workers today that very few get 
more than minimum’ wage, there 
are no breaks, and sometimes they 
are paid in cash, which 1s illegal. 
It’s very upsetting to see a private 
business owner who would so 
ruthlessly exploit his own work- 
ers when they are the source of all 
of his profit and success.” 

[think that the momentum Is 
picking up because awareness in 
the community has definitely 
grown,” commented Roger Ri- 


vera, Local 428 representative. “It 
used to be that the people were lim 
ing up to getinto this market, and 
that's not the case anymore 
Whether it takes two months or a 
year, we're going to be here, be 
cause this is necessary. [think tt 
is unjust what Juvenal Chavez 1s 
doing here.

Construction begins on Vasona Light Rail Project 


San Jose - Santa Clara Valley 
Transportation Authority (VTA) 
and Santa Clara County officials 
Thusday held a groundbreaking 
event for phase one of the Vasona 
Light Rail Project. When com- 
pleted in Autumn 2004, it will 
link downtown Campbell to both 
downtown San Jose and the 
existing 284-mile VTA Light 
Rail system. 

The noontime ceremony was 
held at the San Jose Diridon 
Station, where the Vasona Light 
Rail Line will allow easy 
connections with Caltrain, 
Altamont Commuter Express 
(ACE) and Amtrak trains. The 
6.8-mile Vasona line will also 
offer VTA's first direct light rail 
link to The Compaq Center at San 
Jose (formerly the San Jose 
Arena). Phase one, which 
includes 5.3 miles of construction 
to the Winchester Station in 
Campbell, will cost $236 million. 

A second phase of construc- 
tion will extend the line to Vasona 
Junction in Los Gatos and will 
cost an additional $40 million. 

Travel time from the Win- 
chester Station to downtown San 
Jose will be approximately 15 
minutes and expected daily 
ridership is 8,000 to 9,000. 

“The Vasona Light Rail Line 
will be a tremendous addition to 
our system,” said Manuel Valerio, 
Chairperson of the VTA Board of 
Directors and a Sunnyvale City 
Council Member. “It allows us to 
both take commuters off High- 
way 17 and also address the 
congestion problems on West 
Valley surface streets.” 

“Light rail service to the West 
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County was a key component of 
the 1996 Measure B blueprint 
approved by Santa Clara County 
Jim Beall, 
chairperson of the Santa Clara 
County Board of Supervisors.

“Linking together Campbell, Los 
Gatos and San Jose can only 
make all three communities better 
places to live.” 

Although the public cere- 
mony marked the official ground- 
breaking for the Vasona Light 
Rail Project, construction actually 
began earlier this month on an 
800-foot tunnel running under the 
existing railroad tracks and San 
Fernando Avenue in downtown 
San Jose. Between San Jose 
Diridon Station and Vasona 
Junction in Los Gatos, the Vasona 
Light Rail Line will operate 
primarily on existing railroad 
right-of-way. 

Atotal of 11 new stations will 
be built along the 6.8-mile length 
of the project. All stations will be 
fully accessible in accordance 
with the Americans with Disa- 
bilities Act (ADA) and will 
accommodate VTA's new easy- 
entry, low-floor light rail vehicles. 
Park and ride lots will be cons- 
tructed at the following stations: 
Fruitdale, Bascom, Winchester 
and Vasona Junction. 

The Vasona Light Rail Pro- 
ject is one of three VTA expects 
to complete in 2004, when the 
combined Tasman East and 
Capitol Lines will also be opened. 

The 1996 Measure B- Trans- 
portation Program VTA is the 
implementing agency for the 
1996 Measure B Transportation 


Improvement Program. This pro 

gram is made possible by Santa 
Clara County voters, who in 1996 
approved a half-cent sales tax 
measure to fund a specie pac 

kage of countywide transpor 

tation improvement projects. The 
sales tax is under the management 
of the Santa Clara County Board 
of Supervisors, and ts expected to 
raise $1.33 billion over a nine 
year time frame
